Gae af the branches of the service responding denies having any re cords where 
I have see* at least two separate files on se within the past two years. Mother of 
those responding a record of one of these files. These being hhs actualities, is 
the initial denial sore than worthless? 

One of tfe branches finis identifications of two files bat says those files 
have been destroyed. let I requested this sane information prior to the alleged 
destruction of those files. 1 was then written that these files did not exist. 

( visa public press haw reported that files allegedly destroyed were not and wore 
preserved in duplicate. ) 

I have written a long explanation of what files I kn©» should exist. I hope 
it will lead to another and more fruitful search. 

If you are responding for the Secretary of Defense 1 trust you would broaden 
. your referrals to include all agencies. And Mat there will also he inquiries of other 
parts of .Me goversnent to which inforaatioa is generally routed routinely. 

k Mj&tt fra® other interests in no 1 have been in (successful) litigation with 
the defense establistaaeat in which the Army represented dll branches. Sot a single 
references to Mis turned up although the lost court decision was only last year.
